within the following hours, to-wit:
From5to8 a. m., and from 5 to
8 p. m , each dhy: andto be within
the rates must be only through a
one-fourth inch nozzle. The use
of a larger nozzle will subject the
party to double rates, and the use
of the hose without a nozzle is
prohibited. Do not let your hy-
drant run to cool off buottermilk,
butter, etc., as it is strictly forbid-
den, J. M. Dy, Supt.
